NEWLY DISCOVERED LETTERS. 


‘The two previous parts of this Appendix had been 
already printed, when the Editor was informed of the 
discovery of a number of MSS. belonging to the Paston 
‘Collection in the house of Mr. Frere of Roydon Hall, 
near Diss, in Norfolk. By the courtesy of the owner, 
he was permitted to examine them, and found that, 
besides the long-lost originals of the letters in Fenn's 
third and fourth volumes, and a considerable number 
of others of a later date, there were no less than 
ninety-five unpublished letters of the same period as 
those contained in the present publication. Pall of 
these had evidently been examined by Sir John Fenn, 
and not a few had been copied by him in his own 
hand, with facsimiles of the signatures and water- 
marks; showing that he had at one time thought of 
including them in his collection, but that upon mature 
consideration he thought them not of sufficient interest 
for publication. 

‘or our own part, though we had always hoped to 
make this collection as complete as possible, we 
cannot, under the circumstances of the casc, attempt 
to treat these new materials on the same scale as the 
rest of the correspondence. We must therefore con-
